ROBBERY AS A FINE ART.

—
Bneak-Thicves Robbing FiMth Avenae
Mansions with a Trained Plgeon—-Dis-
covery of the Gaung and Thelr Arrest —-A
Marvel of Criminal Industry.

For some days past sneak robberies of an un-
usually clever character have been perpetrated
on the residents in the neighborhood of Lexing
ton Park and Fifth avenue by a gaug of young
boys aided by a pigeon. The modus operandi
of the thieves was really very clever. They first
threw thelr trained pigeon over the fence or
wall into the rear vard of the house they pro-
poeed robbing, and then two of them went to
the front basement door. They asked leave of
theservant to cateh their pigeon, whilch had iown
in the rear yard of the house. The request, to
all seeming intent a proper one, was invariably
granted, and one went into the yard: While he
was endeavoring tocatch the pigeon and attract-
ing the attention of all in the bhouse Lo the rear
yard, the other thief glided into the front base-
ment with a bag and scooped in all the sllver
ware and valuable property he could lay hands
on and then prompuly skedaddled. Suflicient
time having elapsed, the trained pigeon was at
once caught and the second thief left. The
silverware was then found to be stolen. Among
the families thus robbed are Charles Guitte, No.

118 East Fortlieth street; Mra, Shelden,
No. 8 [FEast Thirtieth street; 3. DBach,
No. 14 East Fortv-third sfreet; and

Thomas Whittaker, of No. 180 E. Forty-fourth
street, The value of the property stolen in these
caser varica from 26 to §150, and foot up to
almost §1200. Captain Byrnes, of the Twenty-
first precinet, with his detectives Grace aund
Fallon, arrested Heonry Ottenburgh, allas Josaph
Burke, alias Henry Oates, twenly years of age,
of Last Thirty-eighth street, who huas jnst lelc
the State Prison, where he served (wo years.
He confessed that he was one of the thleves,
and that John Cominsky and Henry Ackerly,
boys fourteen years old, formed the gang. They
were arrested. Cumlusky has an elder brother
& State Prison bird. Captain Byrpes theu re-
celved information that Gustavas Brandies, ol
No. 170 Bpriog streel, was the receiver of the
stolen goods, and arrested him, The prisoners
will be armsigned at Yorkville Court to-day,
when further facts concerning this latest ingeni
ons mode of robbery will be developed.—XN. 1.

Calamity.

PrrrsroN, May §1.—The Coroner’s jury in the
case of the recent disaster at the West Pittston
Mine, worked by Dlake & Co., rendered a ver-
dict thie morning. After detailing the facts of
the casualty the jury declares that the miuers
met their death from the improper ventilation
of the mine; that when the breaker took fire
there were no means of supplying the men with
fresh air; and that the means of veutllation ware
not such as required by the nct of March 80,
1850,

It furthermore finds that thers was negligence
on Lbe part of employes of the company in not
keeping portions of the machinery properly
oiled; and further, that the company had em-
ployed on the day of the accideut a greater
number of men than the act already referred to
warrants,

It finds further that Mr. Thomas W. Williams,
Ingpector of Mines, knew of these violations of
the law, but did not protest against them, and
that hie has falled in his duty In not applying to
the courts for an injunction against the ope-
ralors.

Steamboat coal was
started at §4'05 and fell to $4°75, the bulk of
the lot going off at the latter rate. Grate coa
was started at 25 and fell slowly to §4:05, at
which all was disposed of. Egg coal was
started at &5 15, and held the same throughont
the sale, Stove conl commenced with a bid at
86, and sold rapidly at 8585 28557, 8577 @
$5'80. Chesnut coal opened at 84 60, then went
up to $463)g and §4'65, at which latter price
the lot was closed out. The sale was attended
by abont two hundred dealers, who bought
rapidly. The coal was all made deliverable at
Elizabethport in June.

AN OHIO TRAGEDY.

A Father, Mother, and Son Shot by a Dis-
appointed Lover—The Mother Instantly
Killed, the Father Mortally Woeunnded,
The Cleveland Leader of the 29th has the fol-

lowing:—

The most horrible murder which has been
perpetrated In Northern Ohlo, an appropriite
crowning horror, was perpetrated on Saturday
afternoon in Richfield, Summit coannty, aboai
twenty-two miles from this city. The circum-
stances nre as follows: —

A young man named Hunter, while living at
bis home in Michigan, became acquainted with
and enamored of a young lady named Chloe
Gurgetl, of Richfield. Bhe wai about twenty-
two-years of age, he twenty-eight. He was in-
formed that & marriage was linpossible, peremp-
torily ordered to deslst from all correspondence,
and to give up whatever prebensions he had to
Miss Gargett's hand, This aroused the demon
in his botom. He swore that he would have her
or slay her, and used every means in his power
to execute his threat.

Last week he concluded that all endeavors to
obtain ber In marriage would be useless, and he
set wbout to take her llfe. He cuame to this city
and stopped at the City Hotel, where he thok
the stage for Richfield Baturday. Arriving at
bis destination in the afternoon, he repalred lm-
wediately to the house of Mr. Robert Gargett,
and asked where the daughter was. “IL makes
uo difference where she Is,"answered the father,

“] will see Ler,” sald he, “‘or I'll kill all of
you,"

" ‘I'he father hereupon ordered him to leave) his
premises, aud Hunter drew a revolver and fired,
hitting the old man o the head.

The old man fell, rendered insensible by the
wound, and the mother, who was standing near
by, cried out to her danghter:—

“Ha bas killed your father, fly, fiy!"

The daughter ran up stalrs sud the murderer
aimed at the mother, shooling her in the head
and causing instant death. The flend shrieked
thut he would kill all of them, and rushed for-
ward towards the staircase where the daughter
had disappeared, The lady's brother, Rodney,
here grappled bim, and a violent struggle en-
sued. lu a minute the bloodihirsly man
triumphed. He leaped forth from the clutches
of the brodher, and, raising his revolver, fired
at him a shot that put him beyoand the power of
interfering. Rodney rushed into the strest,
fravtic from his wound, flling the alr with

| shrieks and sereams, the life blood trickling

from his wound.

1o the meautime, the daughter, hearing the
second report of the pistol, and seeing her
brother stagger through the streets, leaped from
a second-story window into the street and
songht refuge in a neighboring house, An old
lady, in whose house she entered, secreted her
in & cellar, and then returned to her front door
just in Ume to meet the bloody murderer on
the threshold, He demanded sdmlssion aad
was refused. The brave womsn stood before
her door, barring the passage-way, and stoutly
refusipg him admittaoce. He here again de-
elured bis porpose to kill the yoang woman,
mingling bis threats with the most uuseemly
m&-“md saying that she should elther wed him

or
It became evident now that Hunter's plan was
to assume ipsanity, and he al once begun Lo play
this part as & closing scene in the dire tragedy.
A motber lay dead bathed In her blood, a father
wus mortally wounded, & son was rendered wild
and ipsang from a shot, and the author of all
this crime now began to enact the role of &
wadman. With the seven-shooter {n_his hand
four barrels loaded, he mingled with the exelte
t . calling bimself & murderer, and extend-
log his blood-stained hand to all be met. “Shake
baods with me,"” said be; ‘‘see how IL seams Lo
ehake the hﬁ'u‘ of a murderer.”

Here in front of Mr. G:Em'c house a man
from the crowd slipped behind the murderer
and threw him to the ground. An Instant later
he was bound, the revelver wrenched from his

The excitement existing among the erowd was
intense, and a strong disposition was manifested
to hang the murderer at once without trial.
The friends of law and order, however, provall-
ed, and Hunter was placed In confinement to
awalt a judgment for his erimes. The Dooctor
arrived vesterday during the foremoon. The
fute of the kon depends more upon his own con-
duct than anyihing else. If he can be kept

ulet and ealm, he will probably recover. The
ather hes & bullet in his brain, and may live
gome days, though there is every probabllity
that the shadows of death will thicken about
him before long.

Hunter was taken to Akron, to be confined in
jall. Oun the way he conversed frealy with his
guardians, etating that ke did wrong to shoot
the father and mother, and only Intended to kiil
the daughter.

The famlly of Mr, Gargett had resided for many
years in West Richfield, where the crime was

jerpetrated. They had hers amassed quite a
ortune, and lived content, enjoying the estecm
of all thelr neighbors, who now monrn the loss
death has made among them. Hunter was of
?llrtﬁlgan, and eays he is of a highly respectable
amily.
